LETTER RETURNED. 


Accusations were lodged with the President of the Synod, accord- 
ing to Chapter 3, Section 5, Formula of Church Government, against 
Rev. G. P. A. Kirschke, by the Church Council of the Minneapolis 
congregation, with the request that something be done in the matter 
at once. The President suspended Rev. Kirschke from all ministerial 
acts.

GROUND BREAKING. 

Ground was broken for St. Paul's English Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, corner of North Market and Eighth streets, Wichita, Kan, 
Rey. G. G. Clark, pastor, March 10, 1913. Rev. H. S. Lawrence, 
D. D., delivered the address, Rev. J. C. Jacoby, D. D., and several of 
the local ministers assisted in the services. Mrs. M. L. Errickson, 
President of the Woman's Society, assisted the pastor in n lifting the 
first shovel of ground. 

DEDICATIONS, 

The new St. John’s English Evangelical Lutheran Church at 
Bendena, Kan., was dedicated on Nov. 2, 1913. Four sermons were 
preached during the day. The first service was held in the Bendena 
Hall, where the Moray congregation had worshipped from the time 
their church building at Moray burned and where the St. John's 
congregation was organized last March. Rev. G. G. Clark, President 
of the Synod, preached the sermon at this service. The congregation 
then went to the new church building and it was dedicated according 
to the Lutheran Liturgical Service, after which, at 11 o'clock, Rev. 
H. L. Yarger, D. D., President of the General Synod, preached on 
“The Glory of the Church.” At 2 o'clock Rev. George S. Murphy 
preached on “The Meeting of a Present Crisis.“ At 4 o'clock Rev. 
H. C. Garvie preached on “The Model Church.” 

Dr. Yarger had charge of the offerings of the day, and at the 
close of the morning services it was stated that the church building, 
lots and furniture cost $14,300 and that there were yet $5,100 unpro- 
vided for. In less than an hour $6,200 were pledged, being $1,100 
more than was necessary to pay ail indebtedness. 

The church is built of red brick with concrete foundation, of 
Gothic architecture, with basement for Sunday School and social 
purposes; the auditorium will seat 300; the chancel is furnished with

Lawrence, D. D., was appointed to deliver the address before the 
Synod on “Our Works of Charity and Mercy.” 

By request of the Treasurer of the Pastor’s Fund, I appointed 
Rev. George Beiswanger to represent the interests of that board 
before this meeting of Synod. 

I appointed Rev. James H. Fetterolf, Secretary of the Synod, to 
look after the remnants cf the Ebenezer congregation and the church 
property at that place. | 

I appointed Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., to look after the Sabetha 
congregation and its church property in Brown county. 

I appointed Rev. A. B. Schrader and Mr. Robert Anderson, of 
Kansas City, Kan., to audit the Treasurer’s books. 

CHANGE OF TIME OF MEETING. 

On September 10, 1913, I received an official request from the First 
English Lutheran Church of St. Joseph, Mo., to change the time of 
the meeting of this convention from October 17 to November 14, for 
the reason that they would not have their church ready before that 
time. The request was submitted to the officers and trustees of 
Synod and they unanimously agreed to grant the request—hence the 
change.

On account of the small number of members, their indebtedness and 
other discouraging circumstances, the congregation disbanded. 1 
wrote to Dr. Bard, pastor of the First Church, and Rev. Beiswanger, 
pastor of the Children’s Memorial, and also the Treasurer of the 
Synod, Mr. J. A. Wible, and asked them to look after the interests 
of the congregation and they reported that after thoroughly investi- 
gating matters there was no hope of continuing the congregation 
and that it would take all of the property to pay the debts of the 
organization. 

The Sabetha congregation in Brown county has disbanded and the 
property has been disposed of. No report. 

Rev. J. H. Fetterolf, who was appointed to look after the Ebenezer 
Church, which was a part of the Chapman Charge, called a meeting 
of the remaining members of the Ebenezer congregation, at which 
time it was decided to dispose of the property and disband as a 
congregation. The building was sold at auction for $169 and the 
pews, organ, stoves and what other furniture there was in the church 
for $63. The proceeds of the sale of the property were given to the 
church at Chapman. It was placed in the bank, fifty dollars to be 
given each year until the amount is used. There were $25 in the 
treasuries of the various organizations of the church. This amount 
was given to Home Missions, and was sent to the Treasurer of the 


Synod. 
CHUKCH IMPROVEMENTS MADE AND DEBTS PAID. 


Lawrence—$100 paid on parsonage debt, $230 for new piano New 
Sunday School room wired for electricity and fifty new church 
hymnals, $65. Total, $395. 

Tulsa, Okla—Busy on church plans and raising subscriptions for 
new building which will be begun soon. 

Peabody—New parsonage finished. Cement basement under whole 
house, eight rooms besides bath room and sleeping porch. City and 
cistern water, lighted by electricity, heated by hot air, cost $4,000. 
$400 is yet to be paid. 

Greenleaf—New carpets, repairing doors, painting floor, repairing 
screens and windows and many other needed repairs, total cost $116. 

Emporia—New carpet bought and old debt of $400 paid, total $650. 

Norcatur—175 ft. of new concrete sidewalk laid, cost $46. 

New Cambria—Walls of church replastered, new steel ceiling put 
on, building painted, recarpeted rostrum and aisles, total cost $263. 
Upon completion of improvements special services were held appro- 
priate to the occasion. 

Bunker Hill—Repapered church, built new coal house and toilets, 
total cost $150. Excelsior Church—Exterior of church repainted. 

Wellington—An old debt of $400 paid, new system of electric 
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indirect lighting and a new furnace installed, some other improve- 
ments at a total cost of $1,000. All provided for. ‘ 
Atchison—Paid $1,300 on church debt. Made improvements on 
church property, cost $350. 
Perth—Parsonage papered, $30; roof on woodshed, $10; horse 
and buggy for pastor, $75; parsonage improvement, $35; total, $140. 
Topeka—Electric lights installed, cellar excavated and new heating 
plant installed, total cost $500. 
Kansas City, Mo.—First Church—General repairs on church build- 
ing, $200. 
Ottawa—New carpet in church, oiled floers, bought piano for 
Sunday School, repaired walls and lights, total expense $350. 
Abilene—New cork carpet on Sunday School room, costing $250. 
Kansas City—Trinity Lutheran—Cancelled mortgage of $1,500, 
held by the Board of Church Extension. Paid an old note, $187.70. 
New windows were placed in the auditorium and other improvements 
were made. All bills promptly paid. 
Hutchinson—New doors put on church vestibule and new Bible in 


Waterville—Parsonage remodeled. 

Valley Falls—Paid off an interest bearing debt of $940. 

Salina—$18,000 is subscribed for a new church building. 

Kansas City—Children’s Meimorial—Purchased 30 ft. of ground 
adjoining the church property. Have $900 subscribed toward paying 
for the lot and church improvements to be erected thereon. 

Eureka—Church remodeled and made strictly modern. Ladies’ Aid 
put hardwood floors in three rooms of parsonage and hallway. Put 
down 80 ft. of concrete sidewalk along the church. Total cost, 
$3,000. $2,000 paid. 

Oklahoma City—First Lutheran—Paid $1,200 on the pipe orgar 
during the year and cleared the debt. 

NEW BUILDINGS. 

St. Paul’s English Evangelical Lutheran Church, Wichita, was 
begun March 10. The building is enclosed and the congregation has 
been worshipping in the auditorium of the basement since July 20. 
The building is 42 by 79 ft., a brick veneer, the architectural design 
is Romanesque and the building will seat 450 in the auditorium and 
350 in the Sunday School room. It is equipped with all modern 
conveniences. 

Improvements on New Buildings—The First English Lutheran 
Congregation, St. Joseph, Mo., Rev. G. S. Murphy, pastor, has sold 
its old property and bought a new lot 150x160 feet, corner S. Tenth 
and Charles Sts., for $14,000.00. They are erecting a new building 
and parsonage; the auditorium of the church is 50x85 feet and the 
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S. S. room is 34x74 feet with balcony and class rooms extending 
around the entire room; the building has three towers, one 60 feet 
high, and the other two each forty feet high; there are commodious 
social rooms in the basement; both church and parsonage are heated 
by steam, from one plant. The church will cost about $30,000, and 
the parsonage $5,000.00. This affords our congregation there the 
most beautiful location and the most sensibly built set of church 
buildings in that city. The pastor and congregation are to be con- 
gratulated. 
„  WACANCIES. 


Campus—This charge has been vacant for several years. I visited 
the congregation in December, 1912, and preached for them. They 
were in a discouraged condition on account of crop failures and 
removal of members. At that time a neighboring Methodist pastor 
was holding meeting in the church, as no other supply was available. 
It is impossible for them to support a pastor and it has been impos- 
sible to arrange for a supply for them. 

Valley Falls—This charge has been served by Rev. Holmes 
Dysinger, D. D., of Western Theological Seminary, during the past 
year and it has made commendable progress. They seem to be 
satisfied with the present arrangement and we do not know of 
anything that would be better at present. 

Whitewater—I visited this charge several times during the year 
and preached for them. A strenuous effort has been made during 
the entire year to secure a pastor. Quite a number of persons were 
corresponded with, and some of them visited the charge. They have 
now arranged for a visit from a young man who comes well recom- 
mended and it is probable they will call him as pastor. 

Norcatur Charge—This charge has been vacant for two years and 
owing to a succession of crop failures for several years they do not 
feel able to call a pastor. I visited them and preached for them in 
December, 1912; at that time they were hopeful of having a good 
wheat crop this year, and thought they would then be able to call a 
pastor, but their crops were poor and, consequently, they are still 
shepherdless. Rev. Seville, of the Western Seminary, spent the 
holiday vacation with them, preaching several times for each congre- 
gation. 

Greenleaf—After having no service for a year services were again 
begun under the auspices of Rev. R. B. Peery, Ph. D., who has 
either gone himself or sent someone else twice per month during the 
past year. Attendance, offerings and spirit manifested are excellent. 

‘Lancaster—Rev. Dr. Carl Krueger, of Midland College, has con- 
tinued to serve this congregation as a supply during another year. 
No complaints have been heard, and they seem to be satisfied with 
the present arrangement. 
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Minneapolis This charge became vacant April 1. It was supplied 
by Rev. Paul Weissmiller, of Western Theological Seminary, a few 
weeks after the close of the Seminary. July 1 they called a pastor, 
but the new relationship proved to be very unsatisfactory. The 
charge became vacant again October 1. At present they do not feel 
encouraged enough to call another pastor. There are a number of 
good, faithful families, and with the help of a good, anxious pastor 
the congregation would prosper. 

Garnett—Was supplied by Rev. Fred Mauren, of Western Theo- 
logical Seminary, during his summer vacation, and elected Rev. C. 
W. Seville pastor Oct. 1, 1913. 

New Cambria—This charge became vacant July 1. They have been 
supplied with preaching by Rev. Lantz, of Salina, several times 
during the summer. Dr. H. H. Hall will preach for them every 
Sunday morning until the holidays. On account of the crop failure 
they do not feel able to support a pastor at the present time, and, 
therefore, do not care to make an effort to get one until money 
matters are more encouraging. They have made a number of 
improvements on their church property and will probably be ready to 
call a pastor in the near future. 

Bunker Hill—This charge was supplied during the holiday waca- 
tion by Rev. Alphonso A. Marohn, of Western Theological Seminary, 
and by Rev. C. W. Seville, of the Seminary, during the Easter season, 
and his summer vacation. The churches in this charge made splendid 
progress during the summer under Rev. Seville’s care. They hope to 
have a regular pastor in the near future. 

Bendena—This is a new charge formed out of the people of the 
old Moray congregation. There was a dispute among the members 
of the Moray congregation over some insurance money and the 
location of a new church to take the place of the one destroyed by 
fire a few years ago. The matter was compromised by dividing the 
money between the two parties and agreeing to let the Moray part 
of the congregation build a mew church on the old site and the 
Bendena people to withdraw and build a church in Bendena. 

In February the President of the Synod visited the charge and 
succeeded in getting the two divisions to come to an agreement to 
unite in one congregation, getting a new charter with Bendena as 
the place of business and adopting a new constitution and new name. 
The old church lot at Moray cemetery was deeded to the Trustees 
of Kansas Synod, to be held in trust for fifty years, and at the end 
of that time, if not needed for church purposes, to go to the Board 
of Church Extension. The insurance money was divided equally 
between the two places and the people of the Moray side agreed to 
erect a mortuary chapel on the old Moray church lot. The people 
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of the Bendena community agreed to build a church large enough to 
accommodate all for worship. 
The new church is built and dedicated. It is a beautiful and 
up-to-date building, costing $14,300, and the people have over a 
thousand dollars toward building a parsonage. The foundation for 
the chapel is laid and the building will be completed this fall. 
Rev. J. F. Krueger, of Western Theological Seminary, has sup- 
plied the congregation during the past year. The people are pleased 
with this arrangement, and he will, probably, continue to supply until 
some more permanent arrangement can be made. This is a very 
happy solution of a difficult and perplexing problem. Rev. Krueger 
and the people are to be congratulated upon their splendid work. 
The new organization was completed March 22. 
Perth—The pastor of this charge has resigned and it will be vacant 
December 1. 
Effingham—Rev. H. F. Martin served this congregation the past 
year and it has made splendid progress. This seems to be the best 
arrangement for the present that can be made.

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


“A tree is known by its fruit, and we can only judge of the 
state of the church by the fruits indicated in the reports submitted 
by the pastors on “The State of the Church.” 

A careful review of these reports reveal some very encouraging 
features and some not so encouraging. Over one-half of the congre- 
gations report a growing condition, most of the others are at a stand- 
still. Every congregation with one exception reports the pastors’ 
salary promptly paid. This is good. The pastors report the parents 
faithful in the presentation of their children for baptism and faith- 
fulness on the part of the members in their attendance at church 
services. But very few report a good attendance of the Sunday 
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School scholars at the regular church service. There seems to be a 
forgetfulness or neglect by parents concerning the baptismal vows 
they made for their children, or a lack of parental authority and 
care concerning the religious habits and training of their children. 
This is to be regretted. | 

Family worship seems to be growing in disfavor. At least, few 
pastors know whether their members engage in it or not. Only one 
pastor was able to state the number of families in his charge that 
have family worship, and there were only four. 

The benevolence has been paid by most congregations in full, many 
of them reporting an excess above the apportionment, The financial 
condition of the churches appears to be good from debts reported 
paid and improvements made. 

The church officers are reported faithful in the performance of 
their duty, with few exceptions. | 

A general review of the work indicates that the great body of the 
church is making substantial progress. The gospel is being preached, 
the sacraments administered, the children faithfully catechised and 
the material interest of the church carefully taken care of. A com- 
parison of the work in our Synod with that of a few years ago 
reveals the fact that there is a steady forward movement among the 
churches. There is also a very noticeable improvement in many of 
our churches in the use of our Lutheran Liturgical Service and the 
observance of Lutheran customs in conducting their worship. The 
new churches erected are of churchly Lutheran style. Another very 
hopeful indication is that the spasmodic revival fever by which some 
of our churches have been afflicted is dying out and pastors are 
conducting a continuous revival in their congregations by faithfui 
preaching, teaching and pastoral work. The signs of the times are 
hopeful and encouraging. | 


KECOM MENDATIONS. 


First, That, on account of the need on the territory of our Synod 
for the development of new points and the care of our many vacani 
congregations, the Synod make an effort to secure a Synodical 
missionary. 

Second, That the Synod expresses its most hearty appreciation 
and thanks to the Committee on Lutheran Church Work, the official 
organ of the General Synod, for the splendid paper they have given 
us during the past year at the extremely low price of $1, and that 
an earnest effort be made to place the paper in the homes of every 
family of our Synod. | 


Third. The training of laymen in the congregation by the pastor 
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to conduct services in the absence of the pastor and during vacancies, 
by the use of the. Morning Service printed in the Book of Worship 
and the reading of a sermon, or the delivering of a short address, 
that the interest in worship may be kept up and congregations kept 
together during the time between pastorates.

Report of Tabitha Home Prepared by the Superintendent. 
Tabitha, who so often has been pronounced dead and for whom 
there has been lamentation and mourning, is still alive and we hope 
will continue to live yet a long time. Certainly, that she is yet alive 
is the Lord's doing; it is marvelous in our eyes. Therefore, we 
thank the Lord and pray that He may continue to bless her, that 
she may become more and more a disciple of the Lord, full of good 
works and alms, deeds—a true Samaritan. 
The following report will prove it again that Tabitha Home is a 
place of real mercy, where pain is soothed and wounds bound up, 
where the sad and weary are comforted, neglected and friendless 
are received, and the poor have the gospel preached to them. 
Ot care and anxiety, of sorrow and need, there was no scarcity in 
the past Synodical year. That our coal wagon had to return empty 
from the city because the old debt was not paid and no money in 
the treasury for a new supply—that we could not purchase this or 
that because Tabitha cannot always pay—is not a new experience 
with us. “I am very sorry. my dear brother, but I cannot fill your 
new order until you have paid the first account, for I have had sad 
experience with Tabitha Home in this respect,” thus spoke a brother, 
of our own church, just yesterday to me. If other people say and 
act likewise, we cannot blame them—and yet for him who is to 
provide for everything, even the money, it is hard, very hard, and 
his heart is often sad. In fact, it is true that there are very few 
brethren in our midst who pray the fourth petition: “Give us this 
day our daily bread,” so often and so heartfelt as the superin- 
tendent of Tabitha Home. Nevertheless, the Lord has helped above 
what we have asked or thought, and we—casting our care upon the 
Lord—have experienced that He cared for us, and most graciously 
helped us time and time again. 
In our orphanage department we cared for 22 children during the 
year and we dismissed 12 either to return to a parent or into a 
family for further training. One boy was placed into the home for 
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feebleminded at Beatrice, Neb. In the aged and helpless department 
36 were cared for, 3 were dismissed and 5 died during the year. 
At present there are 28 aged and helpless in the institution, several 
more will enter in a few weeks. During the year 11 fathers and 
mothers were received. Three of them were entirely helpless. 
Five paid an entrance fee of $300. One aged mother, 88 years old, 
$400—a helpless mother, $250, both of whom have gone home—a 
better home; one old father of 81 was not able to pay anything; 
3 pay a stated sum per month. The Executive Board at their. 
last meeting decided that all the entrance fees from now on are to 
be put into a separate fund, to be kept until all debts are paid, Up 
to the present time this has been impossible. 

In the hospital the work is progressing nicely. Dr. Greenman 
and the former nurses left us in April. Drs. Miller and Thomas 
are the present surgeon and physician-in-chief. Two hundred and 
three patients were treated at the hospital during the past Synodical 


year. 
Receipts from April 1, 1912, to May 1, 1913, were as follows:

Aged and Orphanage departments and gifts. 3,251.70 
Collections of Superintendent 1,555.87 


We paid during the year for old debts $2,945.95. As very little 
interest was paid during the preceding year, we had to pay quite a 
sum the past year—$1,300.

78.00 
Lawn Seats and other necessary articles for sick rooms and 
repairs for the Home and boiler house................... 100.00 


furnishings and repairs amounted to $4,485.75. The paid and donated 
bonds are not included in this. Our present indebtedness is $29,000. 
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With God's help we will pay it all. Brethren, help us to do it, 
please. Let the Tabitha Messenger enter the homes of your mem- 
bers. At present the number of subscribers is 80. 

The German Nebraska Synod is still the banner Synod. Although 
she has given large sums to the New Seminary in Lincoln, her 
contributions for the Home during the past Synodical year reached 
the handsome sum of $2,333.78. 

Rev. H. Siekman again gave several hundred dollars. Mr. Smith, 
Grace Church, Omaha, Neb., donated a good carriage and $15 for a 
multigraph. Mr. Smith is a member of the Nebraska Synod. May 
the Lord bless these brethren for their kindness. Quite a number 
of churches remembered us at Christmas time. 

We thank all our pastors, congregations and friends for what they 
have done for us, and may the Lord reward them abundantly. 
With the Lord’s help I have striven to do all that was possible. 

Tabitha is God's work—your work—brethren. It can not and dare 
not fail We beg for your help and prayers.

Your representative of the Lutheran Church Work would report 
that the interest in this official organ is keen, not alone in our own 
Synod but in all the Synods throughout the states. Our congrega- 
tions report a large increase in the number of subscribers over last 
year. Twenty-eight of our congregations report 341 subscriptions. 

This is good and would be better if the few pastors who as yet 
have done scarcely anything toward securing subscribers would 
make a systematic canvass of their members. However, a large 
majority of our pastors are to be commended for their loyalty to 
the interests of this paper. Many of the pastors report that the 
Lutheran Church Work is filling a long felt need and commend it 
for the high efficiency of its contents and its unswerving loyalty to 
the doctrines, customs and usages of our Lutheran Church. 

A few of the congregations have organized their Brotherhoods 
to make a systematic canvass of the members of their churches for 
new subscribers. This is proving an effective way of educating our 
men in the church in the interests of the paper as well as increasing 
the number of subscriptions. 

Sunday, October 26, which was designated as “Literature Day” in 
the General Synod, was observed by the majority of our pastors, 
and which proved beneficial not only to the interests of the Lutheran 
Church Work but to the other publications of our church as well. 

We recommend that the pastors of our Synod continue their 
efforts to secure subscriptions and to educate their members in the 
value of the church paper in the home. 

We further recommend that each pastor make contributions to its 
columns in the way of news items and short, pithy articles on live

Report of Committee on Ministerial Education. 


Your committee would report that during the past year four young 
men have received aid from the Synod. Three were presented last 
year to Synod and the fourth was taken on the funds during the 
year. The committee was given power of taking on the funds a 
young man in Breklum Institute, if satisfactory arrangements could 
be made with the Superintendent. Instead of doing that, we decided 
to take on the funds a young man already at our seminary, who was 
in need of aid. We took Mr. Albin Heinz, who was then a junior 
in the seminary. Mr. Alphonse A. Marohn finished his seminary 
course last May, and immediately took charge of the Queen City, 
Mo., pastorate, within the bounds of the Central Illinois Synod. He 
is at this meeting of Synod applying for ordination. Mr. Chas. 
Seville finished his middle year in the seminary, and during the 
summer vacation supplied the Bunker Hill-Excelsior charge. He 
did splendid work in adding new members and circulating Lutheran 
literature. Mr. Heinz finished his junior year in the seminary, and 
during vacation taught a German school in Hildreth, Neb. He is 
now taking more hours of work in the college than in the seminary, 
and is rapidly advancing in the use of the English language. He 
probably will not be able to graduate in the college but he can take 
a large part of the work in English, Latin and Greek. Mr. Alex 
Eckert finishes his first year in the academy. During the year he 
taught some in the Business Department of the college, but during 
the current year he will devote all his time to his studies with the 
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expectation of making up one year during luis academic course. For 
these students we would make the following recommendations :

Report of Committee on Sunday Schools. 


Your Committee on Sunday Schools emphasizes again the value of 
the study of God’s Word in the Bible School of the church the 
opportunity afforded the pastor by this auxiliary to build up the 
Kingdom. Every pastor should be closely associated with officers 
and teachers in doing this work of the Lord. As pastor of the 
Sunday School, he should realize the responsibility and privilege 
of his position. Deeply interested himself in the Sunday School, his 
constant aim should be to enlist the sympathy and active co-operation 
of the Church Council and adult members of his congregation in this 
training school and fountain source of spiritual nourishment. 
Sunday School should be more than kindergarten, primary and 
junior departments, it should be the entire congregation enlisted in 
the study of the Word and in active co-operation with the pastor in 
reaching boys and girls, men and women, who are neglecting their 
highest spiritual interests. : 

Our Sunday School workers should keep constantly in mind the 
great forward movements of the Sunday School. New methods of 
study and work are being introduced. Some of these are good 
will endure; others are not valuable and will prove temporary. We 
should try these methods and hold fast to those which are 
Organized classes, teacher training, graded courses, systematic mis- 
deen sufficiently tested to demonstrate their 

any School. We school introduce 
these methods —— 
It is gratifying to know that the Augsburg Lesson Helps are 
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generally used by our Sunday Schools. Again we would urge the 
introduction of Lutheran Young People and Lutheran Boys and 
Girls where our youth do not have opportunity to read these excel- 
lent publications. 

It is not possible for the Committee on Sunday Schools to make a 
satisfactory and intelligent report to this Synod under the present 
arrangement of sending reports of Sunday School conditions to the 
President of Synod. We recommend that separate blanks be printed 
for this committee, that they be sent out by the Chairman of the 
Sunday School Committee and be returned to him ten days before 
meeting of Synod. 

We recommend that the President appoint a Superintendent of 
Sunday School Work instead of a Committee on Sunday Schools.

institutions in the West, viz. Midland College, the Western Theo- 
logical Seminary and Tabitha Home have been founded. The 46th 
convention was held in St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Atchison, Kan. 
Rev. H. C. Garvic, pastor, May 14 to 21, 1913. The retiring Presi- 
dent, the Rev. J. B. Remensnyder, D. D., preached the opening 
sermon in the afternoon, after which the Holy Communion was 
administered. The evening of the first day was given up to addresses 
of welcome from the Governor of Kansas, Hon. Geo. H. Hodges, 
Ex-Gov. W. J. Bailey, the pastor loci and the heads of our institu- 
tions in Atchison. To all of these Dr. L. S. Keyser made suitable 
reply. On Thursday morning, May 15, the Synod organized by 
electing Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., President; Rev. F. P. Manhart, 
D. D. Secretary, and Mr. George Knollenberg, Treasurer. Rev. E. 
M. Morgan was appointed Assistant Secretary. 

Eight of the ten chosen delegates from this Synod were in 
attendance. We had representatives from the United Synod South 
and from the General Council, who brought fraternal greetings from 
those bodies. We were also favored with a visit from the President 
of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, the 
Rev. Shailer Matthews, LL. D., of Chicago, who addressed us on 
the principles and aims of the Council. 

The different agencies of the church reported in turn the work 
done during the biennium and more interest was manifested in all 
these reports than we have ever seen. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions reported an income of $217,373. They have now thirty-seven 
missionaries, including the wives of some, in India, with a force of 
764 native workers employed as teachers, evangelists and clerical 
helpers. In the Liberian field in Africa, 18 missionaries have been 
employed all or part of the biennium. Two of our noble repre- 
sentatives, Revs. Neible and Straw, laid down their lives in the work. 

The biennium shows a fine advance in the number of congrega- 
tions willing to support a missionary in the foreign field. Nine such 
were named, and one individual supporting a man in the India field. 
We can well rejoice in this splendid showing. 

The Board of Home Missions reported an income of $202,747 and 
aid extended to 250 missions during the biennium, an increase of 21 
over the preceding two years. During the biennium fifteen of these 
missions assumed sel f-support. 

It was in connection with this report that the matter of continuing 
the mission in Buenos Aires, South America, came up. A memorial 
was presented from the East Penna. Synod asking the General 
Synod to instruct the Home Board to reopen the work in that 
country. After full and free discussion the General Synod voted 
to uphold the Board in their decision to close the work begun a few 
years ago in Buenos Aires. 
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The Church Extension Board reported an income of $178,574 
during the biennium, and stated that $1,860,397 had been distributed 
by the Board in the erection of mission churches since 1869. Twenty- 
one of the district Synods paid their apportionment in full to this 
Board. Loans were made to 33 congregations and 361 donations 
were made for hall rent, interest and new churches. 


The Annuity Fund and the Gratitude Fund are being successfully 
pushed by this Board. The assets today, consisting in loans to 
churches, amount to $804,573. This Board has been hampered by a 
small apportionment, which has been partly provided for, as we shall 
report later. 

The Board of Education reported to the Synod a total receipt of 
$76,583. It reports our institutions of learning in good condition. 
Hartwick Seminary reports a new gymnasium, the gift of an 
alumnus, and also $1,500 toward a new professorship. Pennsylvania 
reports the completion of a $200,000 additional endowment and 
$30,000 to wipe out an old debt; Wittenberg reports $14,000 addi- 
tional endowment and also a large part of $25,000 for a “Dr. Samuel 
Ort” endowment fund; Susquehanna reports a new science hall 
costing $2,000 and an equipment costing $10,000 more; Carthage 
reports a new science hall—the gift of Andrew Carnegie—and also 
a new central heating plant; Midland College reports $5,000 added 
to endowment fund and $2,500 as a Silver Jubilee Fund for the 
payment of President's house and $1,000 for a scholarship, and the 
Western Theological Seminary has added $2,000 to its endowment. 
A burdensome debt of $6,000 on current expenses was reported 
resting upon Midland College, and the Synod authorized the Board 
to assume this debt and make provision for its liquidation. Under 
the leadership of Dr. Chas. Heckert, of Wittenberg College this 
whole amount was subscribed by those present. The Board of 


Education was authorized to change its Constitution so to enable it 


to take up two new lines of work. (1) The creation of on endow- 
ment fund for the support of students for the ministry. (2) The 
agitation throughout the church of the need of more ministers with 
a view to securing more candidates for that office. The Board is also 
authorized to administer the funds for ministerial education for any 
Synod or Synods which may desire to make such arrangements. 
Our eleemosynary institutions are in fairly good circumstances. 
The orphans’ homes in Springfield, Ohio and Nachusa, III., rejoice 
in having new and larger buildings. The Old People’s Home in 
Washington, D. C., will soon have a new magnificent building to 
cost $85,000. Of this amount $65,000 is in hand already. Tabitha 
Home in Lincoln, Neb., reduced its indebtedness $8,000, bringing it 


_ down to about $29,000. Our Deaconess Institution is active training 
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young women for helpfulness in parish work and in our institutions 
of mercy. A number of items of business of far-reaching importance 
were transacted, and of these we would report the following: 


1. Immediately preceding the meeting of the General Synod a 
national convention of the Lutheran Brotherhood was held in the 
city of Cincinnati, Ohio, and many of our laymen came by special 
train from that meeting. The Lutheran Brotherhood has been 
prepared and the work is taking on the air of permanency. A 
resolution was adopted recommending that the Brotherhood and the 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement be consolidated, and that the work 
now being done by the latter body be continued under the auspices 
of the Brotherhood. Since the meeting of the General Synod our 
Common Laymen’s Missionary Movement has entered into an 
arrangement with like committees of other denominations to secure, 
if possible, an every member canvass in the churches between this 
time and March 31 next. They ask that a committee be appointed 
by this Synod to have the plan put into operation. Literature on the 
subject will probably be distributed at this meeting. 

(2) Another important item was the adoption of The Lutheran 
Church Work as the official organ of the General Synod. The 
committee appointed two years before reported that they had suc- 
ceeded in buying the weekly Lutheran World and the monthly 
magazine Lutheran Church Work. The name of the latter was 
preserved and a weekly paper issued, beginning May 1, 1912. This 
paper, with 8,507 subscribers on May 1, 1913, was presented to the 
General Synod with scarcely any expense whatever. The Synod 
instructed the committee in charge to keep the price of the paper 
at $1 per year if possible: The committee was also empowered to 
elect an editor-in-chief and assistants as soon as possible. A special 
day was appointed as “Literature Day,” at which time special appeal 
shall be made for subscribers to the paper. The paper will be sent 
free to all our institutions and to all beneficiaries of our Pastor's 
Fund. 

(3) A question that has come to the front at different meetings 
is the relation of the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary 
Society to the General Synod. A committee appointed at the Wash- 
ington convention to consider the matter, made an exhaustive, 
historic review of this relationship since the organization of the 
missionary society. This report shows the W. H. & F. M. S. to be 
a child of the General Synod, and like all other agencies in the 
church, subject to her decisions. In case of difference of opinion on 
matters of administration, the General Synod through her boards 
must be the final arbiter. 

(4) Another matter of interest to the whole church is the 
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approaching 4gooth anniversary of the inauguration of the Reforma- 
tion. The General Synod desires to take a part in a worthy cele- 
bration of this great event. A committee of 15 members has been 
appointed to confer with committees of other Lutheran bodies in 
this country and formulate such plans as will be adapted to bring 
this great movement prominently before the whole Christian church 
of this nation and of the world. 

(5s) A long felt want among our pastors and Sunday School 
workers has been a Beginner s Catechism.” On that subject action 
was taken directing the Committee on Common Service to confer 
with similar committees of other Lutheran bodies with a view to 
preparing a Common Lutheran Beginner's Catechism for use in our 
churches. 

(6) We also wish to mention the action of the General Synod in 
appointing a committee to “make a thorough investigation of the 
office of Lay Reader, its efficiency as well as adaptability to the 
customs and usages of the Lutheran Church, and report to the 
General Synod at its next convention.” This may prove an impor- 
tant practical step in this day of vacancies in the pastorates and 
scarcity of ministers of the Gospel. ‘ 


„ 


(7) Owing to the enlargement of the work of the various 
agencies of the church, an increase in apportionment was voted 28 
follows: General Synod treasury 2 cts., Home Missions 2 cts., for 
Missions 2 cts., Church Extension 6 cts., and Tabitha Home 2 cts., 
an increase of 14 cts., making a total apportionment laid by the 
General Synod for all objects of $1.50. 

(8) The matter of division of territory between the General 
Synod and the General Council was reported on adversely by the 
Committee on Fraternal Relations with Other Lutheran Bodies, and 
the report was unanimously accepted. This leaves the division of 
territory as defined and accepted by the General Synod at Richmond, 
Ind., in 1909. 

(9) And last, but by no means least, we want to mention the 
decided sentiment of the General Synod toward the Sunday School 
literature of the day, and a desire to be free from the rationalistic 
trend found in so much of the boasted advanced methods of teaching 
in the Sunday Schools. Our Committee on Sunday Schools protests 
against the principles prevailing im these advanced methods. One is 
that the child is a spiritual nonentity, having no moral status; 
another is that the Scripture truth must be mutilated or sacrificed 
for the sake of the pedagogical idea. Appeals to the International 
Committee for a rearrangement of lessons more suitable to the 
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church year have been in vain. Our committee was given power to 
co-operate with other Lutheran bodies in the preparation of a 
Common Lutheran Series of Sunday School Lessons. 

On the whole this was one of the most inspiring and enthusiastic 
meetings held for years and the results, we believe, will be felt in 
the far distant future. 


RECOM MENDATIONS. 


(1) That our Synod accept all the apportionment laid by the 
General Synod. 

(2) That we heartily endorse our official church paper, The 
Lutheran Church Work, and pledge our efforts to place it in all the 
homes in our congregations. 

(3) In accordance with the request from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Laymen’s Movement, we recommend that a committee 
of four—two ministers and two laymen—be appointed, who shall try 
to carry out the plans for an every member canvass in all the 
congregations in our Synod.

Report of Trustees of Midland College. 


Your Trustees of Midland College would report that Midland's 
outlook for the future is bright. The faculty consists of a company 
of loyal and energetic instructors, alive to the best interests of 
the institution. The student body is likewise loyal and enthusiastic. 
The attendance this year is not increased over that of last year, but 
those who have the work in charge feel that it is doing very well in 
the face of the drought to maintain the standard of the attendance of 
last year. The attendance from the city of Atchison is better than 
ever before. All the rooms in Oak Hall are full; every seat im the 
chapel is occupied and the president reports conditions most excellent. 

One of the things that has made us all glad, is the payment of 
the $6,000 indebtedness by the General Synod. This is a great relief, 
but if we are to continue without again falling behind, it will be 
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necessary for our Lutheran people to respond to the call for financial 
aid. The sustaining fund pledged by members of our various con- 
gregations has been a great help and the response for the first 
year was good. It is hoped that those who have pledged will be 
as prompt in the payment of their pledges during the coming year 
as in the past. 

There have been a number of changes in the teaching force as 
well as in other departments of the work. The following professors 
resigned during the year: Prof. H. J. Thorstenberg, Ph. D., of 
the chair of History and Education; and Prof. W. A. Sadtler, Ph. 
D., of the chair of English Language. Professors W. E. Tilberg 
and C. F. Malmberg were selected to fill the respective vacancies. 
Mrs. N. D. Bartlett is the new instructor in voice, Miss L. L. 
Diehl, the new Dean of women and Mrs. Rose Forsythe is the new 
Housekeeper at Oak Hall and Prof. E. N. Draper, the new teacher 
in the business department. We also have lost by resignation our 
Field Secretary, the Rev. Wm. T. Kahse. His successor has not 


deen selected but a committee has been appointed to obtain the 


names of suitable persons to fill this position. 

There are a number of needs at the college at the present time; 
perhaps the most pressing is the need for a new central heating 
plant. This will be absolutely necessary within a very few years or 
it will be necessary to put in new heating apparatus to replace that 
which is worn out, which would hardly be practical. 

The condition of things in the Seminary is most gratifying, 
eighteen students are now in attendance and all the rooms are 
occupied. The Dean of the Seminary reports that one of the most 
necessary things is enough money to support our students who need 
help; another, is the need of more English students. Harmony 
and enthusiasm characterizes the Seminary body of professors and 
students. 

It was found necessary this fall to overhaul the heating plant, 
which calls for an outlay of $450. The funds for the payment of 
this necessary indebtedness are not all in sight. 

Inasmuch as there is need for a sustaining fund for the Seminary 
and since the Seminary is located on the territory of our own 
Kansas Synod and other Synods have already pledged themselves 
for such a fund, your representatives on the Board of Trustees 
would recommend that the Kansas Synod pledge itself to pay 
$200 a year towards this object.

The second annual convention of the State Luther League of 
Kansas was held in the St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Emporia, 
Kansas, April 16-17, 1913. Interest and great enthusiasm was mani- 
fested by all delegates present. The only criticism offered was that 
the time was too short and too much was crowded into each session. 
Every effort was put forth by the local League to make the con- 
vention a complete success. 

The program was of a high order. The papers presented on 

various phases of the work in the great movement of the Luther 
League showed great research and careful preparation. The move- 
ment is yet in its infancy and must have the sympathetic interest of 
the entire Synod. 
The following officers were elected: Carl F. Kemner, president; 
first vice-president, Fred Nicholas; second vice-president, Rev. H. C. 
Garvic; recording secretary, Miss Bettie Breuser; corresponding 
secretary, H. V. Grother; treasurer, L. J. White. 

Recommendations : 

1. In the matter of correspondence, we would urge the pastors 
and officers of the local Young People’s Society to answer all com- 
munications promptly, thus saving time and unnecessary delay as well 
as discouragement to those who have the State League’s welfare at 
heart. 
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2. We would recommend that the Synod support the State 
League in all its work. 

3. We would recommend that the Synod, for the present, dis- 
courage the organization of district leagues. The State League at 
its last convention held that at present it would not be wise so to do.

Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


For your information the Advisory Board of Home Missions gives 
the following facts: 
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Beloit—This congregation received $100 last year. The successful 
continuance of the work depends upon the help received from the 
board. They asked for $100 for the coming year. 

Garnett—During the summer vacation this charge was supplied 
by Mr. Fred Maurer of the Western Seminary. Rev. C. W. Seville, 
a student in the Seminary, has been elected as pastor and will 
preach once a month until the end of the Seminary year, when he 
will take up the work regularly. The congregation will then ask 
for $300 aid from the board. 

Hutchinson—The progress in this mission is substantial and en- 
couraging. The pastor is doing efficient work and is encouraged in 
the outlook. $250 is asked for next year. This is $25 less than was 
received the previous year. 

Kansas City, Kansas This congregation during the year cancelled 
a mortgage of $1,500 and paid off an old debt of $187. The amount 
of $450 is asked for the coming year. 

Kansas City Memorial During the year this mission has made 
commendable progress. It has subscribed $900 for the purchasing of 
a lot and contemplates the erection of an addition to the church. 
The sum of $200 was received from the board last year and have 
asked for $150 for the present year. 


Minneapolis—The pastor of this congregation resigned April 1, 


and another pastor was called July 1; but the relationship proved 
unsatisfactory and his resignation was demanded and took effect 
October 1. The congregation is looking for another pastor and hope 


to have one on the ground soon. They asked for the sum of $300. 


Oklahoma City, Okla.—The pastor's report on the state of the 
church indicates that this mission is in a growing conditions. The 
sum of $400 was received from the board last year; this year they 
asked for $100 less. 

Sedalia, Mo.—This mission has made a commendable progress 
during the past year. The pastor resigned September 15, and on 
November 1, 1913, Rev. J. A. Koser became the pastor. The mis- 
sion received $225 from the board last year, but the congregation 


requests $375 for the ensuing year. 


Tulsa, Okla.—This congregation is at work securing funds for a / 


new church and preparing plans with the hope of beginning to build 
soon. The board of Home Missions paid $600 last year for the 
support of this mission and the Kansas Synod paid $100. The same 
amount is asked of the board of Home Missions for the coming year 
and $so from the Kansas Synod. 

White Water—For more than two years this congregation has 
been without a pastor. However, there have been a number of 
services held during the year and the Sunday School is kept up. The 
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property is in good repair. In case a pastor can be secured they 
ask for $150 from the Home Mission Board and $50 from our 
Synodical Home Mission Funds. 

Wichita—The Wichita congregation applied for $400 aid from the 
board on April 1, of the present year. The congregation had been 
self-supporting up to this time but on account of the removal of 
members and the failures of crops, as well as the erection of a new 
church, it became necessary to apply to the board for help. The 
present year has been a trying one for this congregation but the 
future prospects are most encouraging since the congregation has 
been able to move into the new Sunday School room for its 
services. The same amount, $400, is asked of the Home Mission 
Board for the coming year and $100 from the Synodical Home 
Mission Fund. 

Effingham—Effingham is supplied by the Rev. H. F. Martin of the 
Academy at Atchison. An active canvass is now being made by the 
congregation to see if they cannot increase their part of the salary 
to $600 and they ask the Board of Home Missions for an increase 
from $100 to $300 and they will then have a resident pastor. 

Chapman—The Chapman congregation and pastor have been doing 
splendid work during the past year. Last year they received $200 
from the Board of Home Missions and ask the same amount for 
the coming year. 

Your Advisory Board recommends that the amount placed to the 
credit of the congregation from the sale of the Ebenezer property 
be endorsed by the Board of Home Missions. We recommend 
further that the amount asked by these various missions be granted.

Report of Examining Committee. 


Soon after the adjournment of Synod last fall, we received a 
communication from Herr Buchler, and also one from the Presi- 
dent of Synod pertaining to the same matter, requesting for the 
former ad interim license, in order that he might accept a call 
to St. James’ Church, at Perth, Kansas. 

The chairman of the committee qommuniented with the other 
members of the committee, setting forth the facts and quoting im- 
portant parts of the two communications. The result was that a 
majority of the committee favored granting the request of Herr 
Buchler, upon his promise to take up studies under the direction 
of the committee to prepare himself for examination at this meeting. 
The fact that he had already met the congregation and a conditional 
call had been extended to him, had much to do with the decision 
in this particular case. 

Herr Buchler has served the church at Perth during the last 
twelve months, but is not present for examination. He has resigned 
the pastorate and we believe will not seek to have his license 
renewed. 

In May we recommended ad interim license for Mr. Chas. W. 
Seville and Mr. A. A. Marohn, the former a middler in the Western 
Theological Seminary, who had engaged to give his time during the 
summer to the Bunker Hill pastorate, and in order that he might 
be able to perform all the duties of a minister, Mr. Marohn had 
accepted a call to Queen City pastorate upon his graduation from 
the seminary and this license was granted at the request of the 
Central Illinois Synod, through its committee. Mr. Marohn applies 
for ordination and Mr. Seville applies for licensure. 

We have examined these brethren in the branches specified in the 
constitution and would recommend that Mr. Seville be licensed for 
one year. 

Mr. Marohn has given the committee satisfactory assurances of 
his willingness to devote at least six hours a week to the study of 


Doctrinal Theology and Church History and, having given evidence | 
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of his ability to fulfill his ministry with credit and success, we 
recommend him for licensure.

The year’s work shows a loss of members instead of a gain. 
Nine women’s societies have gained in membership, eleven have lost, 
and two report the same number of members. There has been no 
great gain in any one society, the increase running from one to 
four. Only one new society organized during the year, which was 
organized at Hayes, Nov. 17, 1913. 

Only three Young People’s societies reported to the Corresponding 
Secretary during the year. Abilene (Philadora), Bendena (King’s 
Daughters) and Waterville (Queen Esther Circle). Bendena 
gained five new members during the year, Waterville lost one and 
Abilene reports neither loss nor gain. No report from the mission 
bands.
